Up until 1849 Kentucky had 

"three days" elections and only 
one voting place in each county. 
One could vote on any of the three 
days, and votes were cast viva vope 
and recorded in a book according- 
ly. Everybody went to the court> 
house to vote, and it was u jubi- 
lee week. Whiskey in those days 
was not taxed and the best sold 
for about $4 a barrel. Frequent- 
ly a candidate would buy a bar- 
rel, roll it up iu front of the court- 
house, knock in the hea d, tie a lot 
of tin cups to it and ifTvTTe the 
voters to help themselves. In 1849 
a new constitution was framed 
and adopted, which provided for 
dividing the counties into pre- 
cincts for voting, bnt the viva 
voce method was retained. Later, 
when the population became more 
dense, there was much complaint 
about crowding the polls on elec- 
tion days, and it was no uncom- 
mon thing, especially iaeities and

from voting. This crowding and 
pushing naturally led to fighting, 
and election rows became so 
frequent that some change in the 
law became a necessty. When 
the constitution of 1891, with its 
provision for eecretjballot, wasa- 
dopted, the succeeding Legisla- 
ture went a step further and pro- 
vided that no one but those ac- 
tually in the act of voting should 
remain nearer than 50 feet to the 
polls. This law had a most ben- 
ellcial eil'ect in reducing elec- 
tion tights, and many attribut- 
ed it to the secret ballot rath- 
er than to the "fifty-foot" law. 
The constitution which provid- 
ed for the secret roetbed of vot- 
ing was adopted in August, 1891, 
by the people o£.Kentucky, who 
voted viva voce for and against 
it, and at that election John 
Young Brown, Democrat, was e- 
leeted Governor. That was the 
last Auf;ust election ever held in 
Kentucky and the last election 
lield sBdwthe viva v«oe plan. 
Brown vras elected by 2S 000 plu- 
rality over A. T. Wood, Repub- 
liean. ThO' following year wit- 
nessed the first voting 'by secret 
ballot in Kentucky, and Cleve- 
land carried the State for Presi 
dent by a plurality of 40 000 o- 
ver Harrison. Aftfr a trial of 
14 years there is miidi diisatir- 
faction in Ktatoeky over the 
practical working of t^ secret 
ballot plan, and whether the peo- 
ple of Kentucky will continue to 
vote by secret ballot or will re- 
tflrn to the viva vOee method is 
the question to be determined by 
the voters themselves at the coui- 
ng November election. — £x.
